sales tax can annually raise 
$42,000,000 and at the same time 
relieve the unjust real estate tax- 
ation burden was effectively de- 
scribed by C. E. Grier, chairman 
«of the county board of supervis- 
ors, at the meeting of the Upland 
Lions club in the Red Hill Coun- 
try club yesterday. 

His proposal, which a year ago 
gained state - wide recognition, 
has advanced another step in the 
assurance of the state finance di- 
rector who approves the plan in 
principle. 

The proposed income tax would 
raise $20,000,000. The following 
items, and the tax on each would 
raise the amounts listed: cigar- 
ettes, 2 cents a package, $7,500,- 
060; tobacco, 10 cents a can, 
$5,000,000; amusements, 10 percent 
$6,000,000; caps for home-brew 
amd soft drink bottles, $2,000,000; 
malt extract, 5 cents a pound, 
$500,000; cosmetics, $750,000, and 
@ small tax on stock transfers { 
and dealers’ licenses. 


Real estate tax now raises 
$35,000,000 annually for opera- | 
tion of elementary and _ high] 
schools. Under Mr. Grier’s plan, | 
the $35,000,000 would be paid 
out of the fund created through 
the sales and income tax. This 
‘plan, if realized, would remove 
from local property owners the 
present $1.15 tax for elementary 
and high schools. 

Weed for tax equalization was 
stressed by the speaker, who for 
several years has worked toward 
the plan of relieving property 
owners. Real and common prop- 


the state tax money while income 
from this property is only 26 per, 
cent of the income in the state. 

Mr. Grier did not discuss fea- 
tures of the proposed income tax. 
He said its requirements would 
bring a revenue of $20,000,000 to} 
the fund. He then recited the | 
items proposed for the sales tax. | 

For years Mr. Grier has lead | 
the fight to the end of relieving | 
owners of real property. Various | 
state - wide organizations have | 
joined in the fight and today} 
preparations are being made to | 
4nclude the tax proposal in an 
initiative measure to be presented 
to the voters at the November 
election. 

In general, the plan will remove | 
the burden of the educational 
cost from real property to the 
state. The income and sales tax 
are proposed to create the ad- 
ditional revenue for the state.
